The s tudent bo<hr of the HMdieal faculty was about one-third 
Russian and two-thirds litbuanian* Since the 2S$7/19$B aeadenio 
year instruction has been excluslTsly in Lithuaiiian« whereas 
previously about 25 of the total 70 first-year students took 
the speolal Russian-language course* The Id-thuauLsiia were 
nationalistic and discriJtlnated against the Russiana as 
foreigners*^ 

Students were to receive practical training at a clinic which 
was under construction in the Antokol quarter In 1957* 
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5* The Komsonol at VUnyaa Unlrersity vaa headed by a eomlttM 
vhleh directed the faculty cmnnltteea and the bureaus of the 
various courses* Candidates for offices in the Komsow>l irere 
proposed in general neetlngs, and elected by secret ballot* 
Frequent organizational meetings mere held to encourage mem- 
bers to greater activity, but most students were ndbprei>ared 
to devote their free time to the organisation* Koreover, 
students regarded the educational ectivi^ of K^scnol with 
contempt* Ctaly a minority of the students, mostly Russians, 
were faithful to KomsMol ideology* The organisation bed 
only a few pblltieal meetings and limited Itself to lectures 
of general intesrest to medical students, e«g*, reports on 
Soviet doctors axid their sacrifices* Bodldln, a preBoliheTlk 
physician, was a farorite topic* Sports and arts had virtually 
supplanted political activity*
